THIRTY-SIX LIVES

Two or three American families 
have not teen heard from, but it is 
presumed no harm has come to them, 
as foreigners have not been molested. 
Occasionally there is the sound of 
Maxim firing and the boom of heavy 
guns. The officers have been unable 
to control the soldiers and among the 
fugitives now housed at the Legation 
are officials of the Chinese Foreign 
Board and officers of the Imperial 
Guard.

When, however, the foreign res- 
dents living outside the legation quar- 
ters, who had engagements to dinner 
in the concessions did not arrive, and 
firing became more intense, the oc- 
cupants of the foreign 
broke up into rescue parties, 

Some of these, on trying to go out 

into the city, found the entrances to 
the legation quarter blocked by for- 
eign troops, who were at work sand- 
bagging the eritrances. Rifle bullets 
ten began falling into the legation 
quarter and the various legations al) 
sent squads of troops into the Chinese 
city to rescue their nationals, living 
outside the quarter. 
The United States legatlon sent a 
détachment of twenty men to bring in 
Mr. and Mrs. Willard D. Straight. The 
British legation has brought in the 
British missionaries. The American 
commandant of troops at the Lega- 
tion, Maj. Russell of the Marine Corps, 
says he will send for the American 
missionaries if they fire the rockets 
with which they are provided. 

The troops in Peking known as 
Yuan Shi Kai's army, are believed 
to number between 12,000 and 20. 
000 men. Most of them are Chinese 
who were brought into the capital be- 
fore the abdicatién of the throne, 
when it was thought possible that the 
garrison of Manchu troops would 
break out and massacre all whom 
they thought were in favor of the 
republic, ineluding Yuan Shi Kal. 

The probable cause of the present 
mutiny is the lack of funds to pay 
the men, Yuan Shi Kai notified Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen on Tuesday that inter- 
national bankers had offered to ad- 
vance about $14,000,000, part of which 
would be sent to Nanking to pay re- 
publican troops. 

There was a mutiny at Wuchang, 
near Hankow, during the night of 
February 27, because the republican 
troops there had not received their 
pay. and it was feared that other 
outbreaks would occur among the 
great number of enlisted men in the 
republican army.

BUILDING is BOOMING. 
Month of February Shows Tremen- 


Loa Ahgeles gained new laurels in 
the month which closed yesterday, by 
rolling up the greatest February 
building record in the history of the 
city. In all, 1166 permits, represent- 
ing new structures, to cost in the ag- 
gregate, $2,152,963, were iasued by the 
Chief Inspector of Buildings. 

The figures for the corresponding 
period of last year were 797 permits 
and $1,009,277 valuation. Februaszy, 
1910, boasted 788 permits and $1,- 
624.269 valuation. Previous to this 
time the best record was that of Feb- 
ruary, 1906, the “boom year,” which 
had to its credit 765 permits and $1,- 
082,876 valuation. 

During the twenty-three working 
days of the month just closed an av- 
erage of fifty permits were issued 
every day, those representing 
struction operations costing $96,000 
daily. On February 13, permits to the 
number of 122 were issu d, this stand- 
ing as the greatest single day's total 
in the annals of the department. 

To date for the year the total of 
permits issued is 2374 and the con- 
struction outlay $4,609,835.

Grocer Is Arrested, Charged With 

Maving Dispensed Poison Without | 

License—Dealers May Test Law. 

Following a line of campaign 
mapped out by the State Board of 
Pharmacy several weeks ago, E. 8. 
Potter, head of the firm of 
and Company, grocers, No. 634 Tem- 
ple street, was arrested yesterday on 
a charge that he has been selling 
poisons without holding a qualified li- 
cense as a registered pharmacist. 

E. T. Off, a member of the State 
board, appeared before Justice Wil- 
Hams in the University Police Court 
in the morning and swore to a war- 
rant accusing the grocer of handling 
an ant paste, which is sald to contain 
a large amount of arsenic or other 
poisonous compound, 

When Commissioner Off called for 
the goods in question he maintains 
that he experienced no difficulty in 
making the purchase of the poison, all 
of which is in defiance of the law 
regulating the sale of similar drugs, 
he says. 

The prisoher was subsequently ar- 
raigned before Justice Williams and 
given until Monday to enter his plea. 

It is understood that Potter was 
selected by the retail rs of the 
city to test the case in the higher 
courts, although Fred Boden, inspec- 
tor of the board, announced last 
night that arrests will be continued 
until the practice of selling the poi- 
son in unauthorized stores has been 
stopped.

Oil Operator Arrested on 
False Pretense Charge. 


Directors of Looted Bank Are 
His Accusers. 


He Says They Backed Out 
and Want in Again, 


E. R. Good, capitalist, and one of 


the well-known operators in the Mari- 


copa oil field, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on a charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. Those 
who make the allegations against him 
are Col. J. P. Brady, ex-Cashier G. 
A. Lathrop and other d@irectors 
of the American National Bank of 
Pomona, looted by Ray Standard, the 
fugitive book-keeper, and his girl 
wife, to the tune of $149,000. . 

Good, who was brought down from 
the Maricopa field by Deputy Sheriff 
Henry. appeared in court covered 
with oil drippings, but with a non- 
chalant smile on his sun-burned face. 
He. states that, after a year, his oil 
wells have at last spouted and are 
flowing at the rate of 10,000 barrels 
a day—shipping five carloads dally 
and more is going to waste. It is this 
oll, he declares, that is the cause of 
his arrest. 

“A week ago,” he said, as he left 
the courtroom to hurry back to the 
oil fields, “this would not have hap- 
pened. Now the oil ground is proved 
and of course they want to get in at 
a low figure on more stock.” 

The warrant, which was issued by 
Deputy District Attorney Horton on 
Tuesday, aa: to by Lathrop, who 
was the o employer of Stand- 
ard. Lathrop says Good came to him 
last July and told him he had an 
option on seventy acres of oil land in 
the Maricopa district at $1500 an acre.

Four Prominent Ex-Judges, All 

Over Eighty, All from Same State

. Perhavs the most unusual house 
varty ever held in Southern California 
is that which has just been concluded 
at the ng Beach residence of ex- 
Judge Edu d RB. Stiles. At it were 
present four ex-judges, all from the 
same State, all in the front rank of 
their profession, all over 80 years of 
age, all residents of the same place, 
and all intimate friends. They are 
Henry Clay Caldwell, Charles C. 
Nourse, Chester C. Cole and the host. 

Ex-Judge Cole, for years a lecturer 
in the law department of the State 
University of Iowa, and later the 
founder of a successful. law school 
connected with Drake University. is 
now 86 years of age, and a well-known 
writer on legal topics. He retired 
from active practice within the past 
year, and is receiving a Carnegie pen- 
sion in recognition of his more than 
forty years dt service as a teacher 
and lecturer. 

Ex-Judge Nourse is now in his 
eighty-third year. He recently pub- 
lished his autobiography, a substantial 
volume, and a valuable contribution 
to the early history of lowa. He de- 
livered the address for lowa at the 
Philadelphia Centennial. It was 
later published in book form. 

Ex-Judge Caldwell, also an octogen- 
arian, was one of the early legal giants 
of the Hawkeye State. For many 
years he was a justice of the United 
States Cifruit Court, and was offered a 
West and South, and was offered a 
place on the United States Supreme 
Bench by President Cleveland.

SUSPENDS CAR FARE LAW. 
The petition invoking the referen- 
dum to suspend the ordinance pro- 
viding for car fare regulation was 
filed with the City Clerk yesterday 
afternoon by John P. Steele, petition 
expert. It contains 400 sheets and 
bears 24,700 signatures and its effect 
is to prevent the ordinance taking ef- 
fect March 6, as the ¢harter provides. 

The petition will be checked at once 
by the Clerk to ascertain the num- 
ber of valid signatures. If it has less 
than 22.000 it will not require a pe- 
cial qlection to vote on the ordinance. 
Tf it has more than 13,700, it will 
meet the requirements for a 10 per 
vote of the last city election, 
and will suspend the lau until an 
election. It is not the experience that 
such petitions disclose more than 60 
per cent. valid “signatures of regis- 
tered voters when checked on the 
Great Register. 

The ordinance was proposed by E. 
O. Egerton, secretary of the Munici- 
pal League, and was passed late in 
January by a vote of 5 to 4, by the 
Council. Before its passage the 
Mayor went to the floor of the Coun- 
ell and urged its defeat. After its 
passage he kept it eight days 
then signed it.

IN WARM CONTEST. 
DABNEY OIL COMPANY. 


On November 1, 1911, A. H. Butler, 
president of the Dabney Oil Company, 
issued a voluminous report to the 
stockholders, and this was supple- 
mented by a statement under date of 
November 15. The affairs of the 
company have been badly mixed, and 
it is apparently the purpose ef Presi- 
dent Butler to throw as much light 
on the matter as possible. 

It is shown that the Dabney Oil 
Company was organized in June, 
1907, and from the very gert was in- 
volved in litigation. A debt was con- 
tracted to the National Supply Com- 
pany for @riilimg materials, and in 
February, 1908, an executive commit- 
tee, consisting of Thomas F. Gilbane 
and James Spears was appointed to 
administer the affairs of the com- 
pany, and for the special purpose of 
raising the thoney necessary to pur- 
chase the land which the company 
held under lease, and which was in 
danger of being annulled, 
Butler claims that the committee 
made no change in the management 
of the property until September, 1908, 
or about fourteen months after it 
was started. During that time he 
says the debt to the National Supply 
Company had been paid from produc- 
tion, the mortgage on the property 
discharged and a surplus accumulat- 
ed. The average production of the 
property at that time was about 4000 
barrels a month. 

Butler in his statement says that 
on January 2, 1909, Gilbane reported 
that the committee had been unable 
to raise the money from the stock- 
holders for the purchase of the prop- 
erty, and that Messrs. Spears and 
Potter had purchased the same, tak- 
ing the title in their own names and 
leasing the property to a corporation 
known as the Providence on com- 
pany, organized by the Executive 
Committee in the interest of the 
Dabney stockholders. 

At the time of the organization of 
the Providence Oil Company the 
Dabney company was in default in 
California in the payment of its an- 
nual license tax, and the committee 
was advised and believed that it was 
impossible to reinstate the Dabney 
On Company, and that the organiza- 
Uon of a subsidiary company was 
necessary. It is said this was a mis- 
taken belief., Since that time Butler 
says he has paid all the back license 
fees and re-established the Dabney 
company in California. He claims 
that it is now in good standing. 

All told the Dabney company ori«- 
inally held about 300 acres in Call- 
fornia. Butler says that upon a visit 
to California from New York last No- 
tember he learned that the sixty-five 
acres presented to the company by 
himself had been lost; that the com- 
pany was $25,000 in debt, and that 
steps were being taken to sell the 
lease and improvements on the 130 
acres to meet these obligations.

RADE CONDITIONS. 


The payments through the clearing- | 


houses and the earnings of railroads are 
the tapelines by which the business and 


| financial condition of the country is accu- 


rately measured. These show gradual but 
continued expansion during the last three- 
quarters of the year 1911. The commercial 
agencies note conservative and steady im- 
provement in every branch of trade. 
Bradstreet's says, “Demand is expanding 
and betterment is extending to those cen- 
ters that heretofore have been particularly 
quiet. There is more disposition to take 
hold, but, withal, there is no tendency to 
speculative operations, purchases, in fact, 
being baged on the idea that small lot but 


frequent buying will- produce the best re- | 


sults. Dun's Review says that “conditions 
are still favorable to the realization of the 
promise held out by the developments of 
the last three months.of a year of wider ac- 
tivity than 1911. In the fron and steel 
trade the outlook is encouraging; in the 
dry goods market conditions are stronger 
than at any preceding time in more than a 
year; the wool market is active, and enor- 
mous buying of anthracite coq) is under 
way. Prices for cotton goods are higher, and 
in spite of heavy realizing sales cotton fu- 
tures show decided firmness. Buropean 
consumers of cotton are active buyers in 
the, market, while the purchases by domes- 
tic spinners are large, owing to the better 
demand for goods and the uncertainty over 
the course of quotations pending the out- 
come of the next crop.”

NCREASING OUR CAVALRY. 

The activity of the army along the 
Mexican border gives special point to a cir- 
cular of appeal that has come to The 
Times, looking toward a campaign of edu- 
cation to induce Congress to create more 
cavalry. The appeal seis forth: 

“The earlier stages of a war against 

a powerful invading force would find. 
us on the strategic defensive. The ene 
my would seek to bring us to decisive 
action while we, by a series of delay- 
ing actions, would seek to avoid deci- 
sive encounters until our volunteers 
could be mobilized and concentrated. 
“In order to successfully carry on 
such a campaign we should have a mo- 
bile force of sufficient strength to de- 
feat any similar force Which the enemy 
could send against us on their first 
expedition and then follow the enemy 
step by step, tormenting him, engen- 
dering uneasiness, discovering all his 
projects, and so to make him feel that 
every move on his part is under obser- 
vation and that a resourceful command- 
er will ever be ready to block his plans. 
Just in this manner did the mounted 
Boers block the English advance in 
South Africa for months and until a 
large force of English cavalry was sent 
against them. 
“All foreign nations which could, at 
present, have any reason for landing on 
our shores could, and judging from the 
past, would land a force of cavalry in- 
termediate between that of Japan with 
at least 14,000 and Germany with about 
28,000. This would be superior to any 
cavalry force which we could muster 
against them, since our regiments on 
foreign service would not be available.” 
The best military authorities are now of 
the opinion that a coast heavily defended 
by batteries without the support of a large 
mobile force, is in a more helpless sitiua- 
tion than one not defended at all. i 

The operations along the Mexican line 
during the last previous revolution showed 
that a long sparsely-settled border can be 
defended with success only by cavalry. 

The movement to reduce the cavalry 
strength of armies hag bubbled up period- 
ieally for centuries. Military men were 
beginning to have solemn doubts about 
cavalry when along came the Civil War, 
and the cavalry arm attained its highest 
state of perfection under Sheridan. 


HE MANCHURIAN PROBLEM. 

One , would think on an examination 
of the map of the world that Russia has all 
the territory that naturally belongs to her 
and all the people that she is able to gov- 
ern. But the Czar seems possessed with 
an insatiable desire to extend the area of 
his despotism. His movements in Persia 


are expressive of his purpose to reach 


southward and he is now seeking to take 
advantage of the situation in China to et- 
fect a partition of the new republic and 
place Mongolia under the Russian flag. 

The present demand of Russia is for 
Mongolia’s independence under Russian 
guardianship. If this condition can be es- 
tablished it would soon be followed by ab- 
solute Russian control and annexation to 
the Russian empire. 

Mongolia fronts Siberia, and Russian 
traders have enjoyed a monopoly of Mon- 
golian trade. There are many Russian set- 
tlers in Mongolia, and the sovereignty of 


China there has been largely nominal. Rus- 


sia has been frequently accused of encour- 


aging rebellion among the Mongolian Man- 
darins and their followers. 


Russia's latest demand is that all Chi- 
nese troops be withdrawn from Mongolia, 
that China discontinue colonization there, 
and that Russia be suffered to construct a

Another and by no means unimportant 
element in the Asiatic tangle is the attempt | 
being made by Kang Tu-wel, who is said 
to be financing a movement in London to 
establish a constitutional mo hy in Man- 
churia. Kang Tu-wei is not without expe- 
rience. He led the reform movement in 
China in 1898 and was grand head of the | 
Empire Reform Association. He is co-oper- | 
ating with Gen. Chao Erh Hsun, the Man- 
churian vicerdy under the Manchu dynasty, 
who refuses to give up his office or to rec- 
ognize the new republic. 
Japan warred successfuliy first with Chi- 
na and next with Russia. If Japan shall be 
drawn into a contest with Russia for the 
control of Manchuria what will be the atti- 
tude of China? Will she pot be in the con- 
dition of the principals in a tripartite duel 
to the death? Two of them combatted with 
each other and the third man stood by pre- 
pared to fight the survivor.

SCIENCE PROGRESS. , 


Why salt makes ice colder sometimes and 
warmer at others is thus explained in the 
— issue of the Housefurnishing Re- 
view. 

“Freezing ice cream is done by means of 
a freezing mixture, ice and salt in certain 
proportions. Any woman knows that salt of 
itself is not cold, and it seems strange that 
they should not more often question why 
we put salt with ice to produce cold, or a 
lower temperature. A the eter put in 
a bowl of ice will register 30 or 32, but mix 
salt with it and it may do down to sero. 
Yet we put salt on ice on the sidewalk to 
melt it wh@re there is an unsafe, slippery 


place. 

“We put this mixture of -ice and salt in 
a pall in which is a revolving cylinder hold- 
ing the mixture to be frozen. How ig it 
frozen? By taking the cold from the ice 
and salt? No; it could not do that. Cold 
is negative; it is the absence of heat. Tem- 
pératures seek to equalize, but by the dis- 
tribution of heat, not of cold. So what 


must happen is that the freezing mixture 


takes the heat from the cream or material 
inside the cylinder in order to melt the ice 
that the salt may dissolve in the water. 
If the heat can more readily be taken up 
from the outside atmosphere than from the 
material in the can, of course, this is what 


will happen.” 


The excellent properties of tantalum 
have suggested the idea of using this metal 
for writing pens. Most of the pens now 
used are of steel, whose elasticity gives the 
desired pliability to the pens. But the 
steel pen rusts easily and is attacked by 
ink. Gold is rust-proof and not so at- 
tacked. But gold alone is too soft, and the 
extreme points must have some hard metal 
like iridium soldered to them to make them 
durable, which is complicated and expen- 
sive. Some very interesting tests have 
been made by German scientists. The 
tantalum metal was cut, formed and split 
like an ordinary steel pen. Then the points 
were bent, ground, shaped and hardened 
by a special hardening process, which was 
found to greatly prolong the life of the 
pens. Comparative tests were made be 
tween steel, gold, and tantalum pen points 
on six miles of paper, and the results 
showed the hardened tantalum pen to be 
far superior to the others. The chemical] 
tests showed these pens to be proof against 
the attacks of ink. 

A new German type of oil engine is built 
to run With quid tar az fuel. One of the 
large gas companies d the engine de- 
signed in order to see whether such tar 
coming from coal tar distillation could not 
be used to operate an engine. The present 


engine is built for 100 house power and was 


tested by coupling with a dynamo, Starting 
and heating up in the first place was done 
by means of paraffin oil. The engine was 
run on a sixty-six-hour endurance test, car- 
rying a two-thirds load, and after the trial 
it was found that the valves and the other 
parts were very clean and there was no 
deposit such as might be feared inside the 
engine. A very regular running was also 
one of the good points observed. Follow- 
ing this successful test, there are to be 
built engines of much larger size which are 
to give 600 horse power. It is found that 
dhe full value of the tar comes not far de- 
low that of paraffin oi] for the same weight. 

The widespread idéa that the process of 
hot ironing acts as a disinfectant has been 
scientifically tested at the Berlin Institute 
for Infectious Diseases. Linen clothes were 
saturated with water containing tubercle 
bacilli, cholera vibrions and other disease 
germs and then ironed. 

It was found that generally speaking 
germs of the spore family resisted even the 
highest temperature practicable—482 de- 


grees Fahrenheit—while a temperature ot 


300 degrees, which is considered the aver-

BISBEE (Ar) Feb. 28.—The un- 
happy political condition of Mexico is 
serving to drive Americans out of that 
country and all other industries which 
Gepend upon American capital are 
paralyzed for the time being, save in 
such well-governed camps as Cananea, 
Nacozari and Tigre. There is serious 
doubt whether American capital can 
be obtained for any mining south of 
the line until such time as an abso- 
lutely stable government has been put 
in power and there is strong doubt 
that such a government can be had 
without American intervention, as in 
the case of Cuba. The revolution is 
being made an excuse for depreda- 
ons by a score of bandit companies, 
loosely organized, but united in the de- 
sire for loot and in hatred for Ameri- 
ans and their methods. Just at pres- 
ent, barefooted insurrectos are some- 
what handicapped by the fact that 
the mountains of Sonora are covered 
deeply with snow and the weather is 
not well suited for their industry. A 
troop of the Fourth Cavairy now is 
stationed at Naco, the junction point 
of the Cananea ratiroad, and two more 
at Douglas, opposite the Mexican towp 
ef Agua Prieta, the terminal of the 
Nacozari railroad.
